On March 29, 1976, Special Agent Ronald Kellerman, 
United States Secret Service, Grand Rapids, Michigan, advised 
that he had located and interviewed Judith Arlene Raymer at 
the Branch address on March 26, 1976, and she had imformed 
him that she was the author of the letter concerning Ronald 
Reagan and that she had furnished the information to be 
helpful. Mrs. Raymer characterized herself as a psychic 
and said that two or three weeks previously she had a vision 
of Mr. Reagan standing beside a swimming pool with a crowd 
of people around him when a “little old woman" approached, 
pulled a .45 caliber automatic, and shot him. At that point, 
according to Mrs. Raymer, she perceived that Mr. Reagan fell 
into the pool and the assailant was seen to remove a disguise 
and reveal himself as a white male, 25 years of age, 5'5", 
thin, with short hair. 


Agent Kellerman said that he had checked with all 
appropriate agencies in Michigan and could find no mental or 
arrest record for Mrs. Raymer. He stated that the Secret 
Service contemplated no further action with regard to this 
matter.

Bufiles show that Cavnar is a member 
of the Board of Advisors and pasulsy ‘of Project Alert, the school of anticommunism 
in Southern California. 


A news item in April, 1962, showed that Project Alert had lost almost 
$20,000 despite receipts of more than $100,000. Activities of Project Alert in Los 
Angeles resulted in difficulties with the city authorities since they had made a 
television appeal for funds without proper city clearance and had refused to furnish 
information on how the funds would be spent. This information was later furnished. 


Cavnar testified as a prosecution witness in the trial of ''Tokyo Rose" 
in 1949. 


Concerning the former complimentary remarks about Reagan to which 
Mr. Cavnar referred, the Director sent ja letter to Mr. Reagan dated August 31, 1960, 
after Reagan had talked to Mr. DeLoach concerning a television program on "Communist 
Target--Youth." This was a friendly, respectful reply to an apparent sincere desire 
to use television as a means of combating communism. 


ACTION TAKEN: 

Liddy advised Cavnar that his call would certainly be brought to the 
Director's attention, but that as a matter of long-standing policy, the Director does 
not inject the FBI into political matters.

MINUTEMEN 


The Minutemen, whose headquarters are in Norborne, Missouri, 
was organized in Jume, i196C, by Robert Bolivar De Pugh, who 

has been publiciy identified as the National Coordinator of 

the organization since its inception, On September 8, 1969, 
he announced the appointment of his 23-year-old son, Ralph C, 
De Pugh, to serve im this position while he completes a one 

year sentence in the U. S. Penitentiary for violation of the 
Federal Firearms Act. 


Past statements by Robert De Pugh and literature distributed 
by the organization indicate the purpose of the Minutemen to 
be the resistance to and exposure of, the spread of Communist 
influence within the United States; for the formation of a 
guerrilla or underground organization to combat the troops of 
any foreign powers which might eventually occupy this county; 
and resist passage of laws which would regulate private owner~ 
ship of firearms. 





A source, 
estimated that approximately 2500 individuals have in 
the past expressed an interest in the Minutemen and have been 
considered as members by De Pugh; however, source believes there 
are probably no more than 300 actual active members of the organi- 
zation, A second source in October, 1969, advised that the 
Minutemen tend to grossly exaggerate the number of their members, 
The source estimated the actual membership to be no more than 
possibly 350 members. 


In April, 1966, De Pugh, in his book Blueprint For Victory, wrote 

the Minutemen organization was then dividing into two bodies; the 
Minutemen and the Patriotic Party. One group, the Minutemen, would 
be the resistance movement and the other, the Patriotic Party, whose 
proper function would be to serve as the political arm of a com- 
plete patriotic resistance movement. 





Members of the Minutemen organization, including Robert De Pugh 
and his chief assistant, Walter P. Peyson, have been arrested in 
the past on charges of violations of the Federal Firearms Act, 
Bank Robbery=-Conspiracy, Illegal Possession of Firearms and Con- 
Spiracy to Commit Arson. They have also engaged in maneuvers 
utilizing guerrilla tactics, wherein machine guns, mortars, 
grenades, and other firearms were employed. .

DOROTHY HEALEY attended all sessions of the State- 
wide Conference on Power and Politics, sponsored by CLR, at 
Fast Los Anzeles City Colleze, 5357 East Brooklyn Avenue, Los 
euee ens California, on September 30, 1966, October 1 and @, 
1900. 


The primary purpose of this conference was to 
establish a power base and an alternative political force to 
the present California Democratic Party and tne California 
Republican Party. In the printed material relative to the 
conference, the su.,j;ested topics of discussion were listed as 
Anti-war demonstrations, the recent San Francisco riots, 
reaction to the “ultra-right," the Watts uprising, and other 
related topics. 


There was also an attempt to brin; toszether for the 
first time those socialist oriented orzanizations that have an 
jdeolozical difference to seek ways of forming tne type of 
or:anization that all 3roups could take part in, anc at the 
same time, 2et alon.. with each other. | 


The SCDCP set up aliterature stand at this conference 
and it was reported by HEALEY that the CP's intention was to 
influence the various worksnops of the conference. AS a result of 
an intensified effort of the CP members in attendance, many 
party people were elected to the Representative Committee tO 
plan the discussions leadinz to the development of a unity of 
tne left vote and a view toward independent candidates in the: 
1968 elections. 
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eae The boycctt issue wherein the conference agreed 
not to vote for either Governor BROWN or candidate RONALD 
REAGAN in the November, 1966 election emerged against the 
Will of the ScDCcP. A floor fisht developed relative to this 
boycotsissue whicn resulted in various factions Leavin: tne 
conference. Some of the younger CP members deserted the 
party position and accused DOROTHY HEALEY of being an arch- 
riczhtist with a political outlook from a rizhtist point of 
view.

DOROTHY HEALEY addressed the student body of 
California Western University, Golden’ Gymnasium, San Diego, 
California, at 7:30 P.M., on October 4, 1966. Approximately 
800 students and faculty members were present at this lecture, 
which wag closed to the public. The Lecture was the second 
$n a series entitled "Freedom in America - Politics 1966," 
sponsored by tne Associated Students Academic Board of 
California Western University. 


HEALEY delivered a 15 minute lecture on the evils 
of the war in Viet Nam, callin, it an immoral war, not popular 
with the majority of Americans, and one which will only bring 
about Vorld War III. She criticized the CIA and the FBI and 
championed the cause of the oppressed Negro sezsment of the 


United States population. 


HEALEY stated that she has been a Communist for 
37 years; that she could have had affluence if she wished, 
but would rather rise with her class, not above it, She 
sndicated that she is a Marxist, senuinely believes in his 
theory, that colleges should present tne KARL MARA theory 
to their students so that they may judze for themselves. she 
stated Marxism is a probe into reality. 


HEALEY stated that she does not believe in God, but 
does believe. in the same principles and precepts that Christians 
expouse, particularly the brotherhood of man, rezardless of tne 
eolor of his skin. 
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HEALEY atso utilized more than her time in giving 
answers and generally was not responsive to the actual probins 
of the questions, but instead skirted the issues using broad 
seneralisiies, she advocated that Americans should vote on 
whether the war in Viet Nam should continue. she claimed 
that this would show how unpopular the war is, and that it's 
an undeciared war and for this reason, demonstrations and open 
rebeilion to it are not necessarily lawless. 


HEALEY was not responsive to questions from the © 
floor regardin; the Hunyarian revolt of 19565, the Berlin Vall, 
and Cuba. To evade answering these questions, she stated that 
it was her understanding that she was invited to only discuss 
farxism. | 


HEALEY was generally well-received by tne audience, 


was not heckled, and appeared to genuinely enjoy speaking to 
the students.

DOROTHY HEALFY attended an all day enlarzed District 
Committee, SCDCP Conference, held October 8, 1966, at 1251 South

St. Andrews Place, Los Angeles, California. 


At this meeting, HEALEY presented a 45 minute report 
on her observations of the Statewide Conference on Power and 
Politics, held September 30, 1966, October 1 and @, 1966,. She 
stated that the purpose of the meeting was to evaluate the 
above conference and to set forth the SCDCP position relative 
tO the conterence. | 


HEALEY expressed concern that no programmatic basis 
for the unity of left progressive forces had been forthcomin:, 
at the conference, and was disturbed that various factions had 
walked out of the conference.

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She stated that at the conference, the Party had 
suffered a major defeat in its relationsnip to the youth, and 
she hopes that there will be only a momentary isolation from 
some of the most militant and active youth, who. in opposition 
to the policy of the CP, advocated aboycott of the November, 
1966 election. She stated that it is hard to convince people 
of the inherent dan.er of the "ultra-richt" which would cer- 
tainly benefit if this boycott was adopted. : 


She stated that this issue could not be forced on 
people, but rather they must be convinced of the inherent 
danzer, She suz.ested that a committee azainst ri: htist 
reaction should be formed and that the CP should continue to 
Pint for Marxist unity on the issues. She stated that the 
key task for party members is to participate as fully as 
possible in the November, 1966 election, with a view toward 
Liluminatin;; what each individual candidate stands for rather 
than his party affiliation.

DOROTHY HEALEY appeared on the Loul gtowax Television 
Show, channel ll, at 11:00 P.M,, October 13, 1 1856. 


LOMAX introduced DOROTHY HEALEY on this television 
show by stating, "Our next -vest is one of the top Communists 
in tne country, I suppose of the world. Her name is DOROTHY 
HEALEY. ‘Welcome to the Lomax pro:ram." Duriny the intro- 
ductory remarks by LOMAX, HEALEY stated tnat she nad been a 
Communist for 37 years, and inasmuch as she believes in free 
speecn and free expression, she is not disturbed when people 
boo or hiss her, 


LOMAX then stated tnat ne had invited HEALEY to the 
pro.ram to discuss a new political sroup, which he described as 
an orcanization which had voted at a week end conference to 
completely boycott the subernatorial race in the State of 
California durin: the November, 1966 election. He asked her 
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if she had attended the conference, and she acknowledged that 
She had. She then stated that sne wished to indicate that she 
most vehemently opposed the proposition of boycotting the 
mubernatorial election, 


She stated that she thinks the major domestic issue in 
this country is the fizjht against orvanized bizotry; the attempt 
to polarize white azainst black. She stated that she believes 
that the major international issue is to stop the war in Vietnam. 
She indicated tnat she believes that it.is nonsense to think 
that there is not a present threat of reactiogetaking over the 
country. She stated that she equates LESTERAMADDOX, Democratic 

Jcandidate for Governor in the State of Georgia, and RONALD _ 
WREAGAN, Republican candidate for Governor of California, as 
_ representin; the old type facists. ae ee re 


When asked if she compared RONALD REAGAN to LESTER MADDOX, 
she replied that actually, she thinks that REAGAN is more 
sophisticated and tries to be inzenious in the way that he does 
it, but that he appeals to the same type of bigotry and the 
same organized expression of bigotry that MADDOX appeals to. 


Durin;, this television interview, HEALEY stated that 
the socialist world is soinz to prove that it not only can 
solve the material needs of man better than capitalism can, ! 
but that socialism will establish that it can solve the spiritual 
needs of man better than captialism can. 


When asked which candidate she would favor, she stated 
that she feels that the people should be taught that while it 
would be better to have Governor BROWN over candidate REAGAN, 
they should not, however, rely entirely on BROWN either. She 
Stated that tne only real answer is for the people to develop 
independent stren;,th so that they can compel a political 
alternative in the State of California, 


She also stated that she would like to point out that 
her position by no means represents a defense of what she feéls 
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has been Governor BROUN's capitulation to the orcanized right. 
She stated that pressure should be put on Governor BROWN so 
that he cannot capitulate and seek voters from the white 
packlash. She stated that the difference between the TWO 
candidates is that REAGAN orzanizes bizotry and BROWN gives 
in to it. 


She was asked if the CP in California will openly 
pack a candidate this year. She answered that the CP does not 
endorse any candidates except Communists. she stated that 
they endorsed ner when she ran for County Assessor, but would 
not endorse any candidate unless he is a Communist. sShne 
stated, however, that the CP will be active in the election 
because the party feels that elections express a channel of 
political action, and it is enormously important for people ‘to 
understand the issues.

DOROTHY HEALEY was the featured speaker at a meetings 
sponsored by the Southern California "People's World" Committee 
at Baces Hall, 1528 North Vermont Avenue, Los Angeles, 
California, on October 19, 19606. 


7 Approximately 150 individuals attended this affair, 
where DOROTHY HEALEY presented her observations of the State- 
wide Conference on Power and Politics, which was held 
September 30, 1966, October 1 and 2, 1966, at East Los Anzeles 
City College, Los Anzeles, California. 


HEALEY noted that the conference nad an entnusiastic 
becinnin:, with 2,500 individuals attendin: the openin, session 
on September 30, 1966. She stated, however, that when a 
controversy developed over the gubernatorial race of tne 
November &, 1966 California election, nundreds of people walked 
out. She stated that additional nundreds of people walked out 
when during the session of Octoberj,1966, tne conference 
adopted a resolution to boycott the ~ubernatorial election and 
not Support either incumbent Governor BROUN or Republican 
candidate RONALD REAGAN. She stated that she had observed that 
many of the persons who had walked out of tne conference were 
people associated with trade unions who have a definite interest 
in the defeat of RONALD REAGAN. She stated that as a result, 
the attendance was «reatly reduced for the final session, which 
resulted in the entire conference bein; a failure. 


She contended that the report that she, as Chairman 
of the SCDCP, and the other delevates from the SCDCP nad watced 


out of the conference was entirely false. She stated tnav 
she had remained until the bitter end. 
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HEALEY reported that the boycott adopved at the 
conference is a mistake, and that the SCDCP leadership nas 
learned from previous elections that to boycott an election 
can result in the election of the candidate who must be 
defeated at all costs. She stated that if thousands of people 
who are dissatisfied with both candidates refuse to vote, it 
will lessen the chance for the lesser of two evils, Governor 
BROWN, beins elected, and if RONALD REAGAN should win, it 
Will be a victory for the extreme right. she pointed out 
that if RONALD REAGAN is elected, the voices of protest of 
the students of the University of California at Berkeley will be 
silenced because he will control the administration of the 
State owned schools. 


| FALEY stated that if the left forces in tne State 
of California ever wish to promote a third political LOrce, 
they must unite in supporting a candidate, rather than in 
boycotting the elections, she stated that the left must 
learn to apply political pressure on tne candidate who is 
more likely to listen to their demands and then support this. 
individual.

A meetinz of the District Committee, SCDCP, was 
held on November 12, 1966, at 1251 South St. Andrews Place, 
Los Angeles, California, for the purpose of ecnducuin. an 
analysis and discussion of the November 38, 1966 election 
in California and throughout the nation, 


It is to be noted that the SCDQGP, although not 
endorsin: the incumbent Governor EDMUNMKBROIN, nad nevertheless 
supported him for re-election over the Republican candidate, 
RONALD REAGAN, considering him the lesser of two evils. 

Mr. REAGAN was the victor, and all but one of the State offices 
were won for the Republican Party, which also realized 
gains in the State legislature. 
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The discussion and analysis was led by DOROTHY 
HEALEY, who opened the meeting with the statement, “We live 
in a country that is not a working class country which accounts 
for the trend of the election." HEALEY stated that the American 
workings class is not class conscious, and there was no 
differentiation by the voters of the character and compositionof the 
two major political parties. She stated that the result of 
the election means a resurgence of Republican and Southern 
Dixiecrat control of Conmzress on the national scene, and a 
general diminishine of the enactment of progressive legis- 
lation. 


She stated that although candidates not supported 
by the CP were elected, the election was nevertheless not a 
complete loss, inasmuch as numerous "peace" candidates were 
re-elected or elected for the first time. She stated that 
huse funds were poured into the California election by the 
John Birch Society and other “ultra right" organizations, 
and this was instrumental in the outcome not only in California, 
put throughout the nation, 


She reported that the campaign of CP, USA, National 
Committee member, HERBERT APTHEKER, in the leth C, D. of 
Brooklyn, New York was a victory recardless of the final 
vote count. She stated that the APTHEKER campai;sn was 
valuable to the Party as it resulted in the gain of support 
of the Party by many independent groups in New York. she 
stated that the campaign of APTHEKER was responsibie for 
extending the influence of the Party into fields of activity 
which have never before beenexplaited. This, although APTHEKER 
lost by a larze marzin, has givenagreaétuplift to the CP in 
the State of New York, 


HEALEY stated that Governor BROWN of California 
made a xreat mistake in supportin:; President JOHNSON's policy 
in Vietnam, and this alcne was probably the chief cause of 
his defeat, althou.jn nigh taxes and anti-Nezsro feeling were 
contributins factors, 
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che stated that one thins has been proven in the 
election, that the CP not only in California, but throughout 
the nation, greatly underestimated the strength of the "ultra-

She stated that the party must now concentrate on 
the development of a new alliance of center and left forces 
to urge independent political cohesion, either within the 
Cwo major parties or completely independent of them. She 
prophesied that the result of the 1968 Presidential 
election will depend «reatly on the trend in the Vietnam 
stru:gle and emphasized that concentration must center on 
this all-important issue, 


she stated that in view of the fact that two million 
elisible voters in California did not 80 to the polls, an 
analysis must be made to determine what type of voters refused 
to vote, and concentrate on winning these non-voters to the 
side of the Party and for the support of "peace" candidates 
in future elections, 


She stated that the SCDCP made some errors in its 
estimation of the elections, and in the future the Party 
must stop makings foreizn policy the central issue in a 
State election, but rather concentrate on issues of interest 
in the specific areas, 


she stated that the SCDCP must build mass movements 
to headoff reaction around specific issues not ‘favorable to* 
the party wnich will undoubtedly be instituted on the S cate 
level by the new State Administration. 


one added that the SCDCP must analyse dissident 
trends to learn if a mass breakaway from the two-party system 


and the emergence of an independent ticket for 1968 is

its influence into other areas in West Los Angeles. 


A third source advised on March 12, 1964, that at 
a Communist Party (CP) meeting held in Los Angeles, in February » 
1964, BEN DOBBS, Executive Secretary of the SCDCP, spoke on 
ne CP youth movement and stated that the Du Bois Club was 
one of two youth groups operating in the Los Angeles area, 
both groups were Marxist-orientated and that members con= 
Sidered themselves Marxist. 


A fourth source advised on March 25, 1965, that 
Since its inception, the activities of the Du Bois Club 
have been mainly limited to participation in protests against 
alleged racial discrimination, participation in Marxist classes, 
Participation in conferences which led to the creation of the 
W.E.B, Du Bois Clubs of America in the sumner of 1964 and parti- 
cipation in demonstrations protesting U.S. intervention in Viet Nam.

America and is operating as a chapter of that organization,

This article listed 
the requirements for eligi ty for membership in the AVS, pro- 
minent members such 45 HAROLD SEN of Minnesota, RONALD GAN, 
movie actor, etc., and listed the Indfara chapters of the AV 
with the name of the chairman and address. ‘hia was for the pur~ 
pose of making known the proper person to contact for information 
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concerping the AVC. The chairman of the Last Chicago chapter was listed as 
ARTHUR DARONATSY, who is the subject of this case. The address to be used 
in writing to him in connection with AVC matters was 3628 Parrish Avemue, 
East Chicago, Indiana. 


An article appeared in the August 22, 1946 edition of the Gary Post 
Tribune, Gary, Indiana, which reported that thirty civic labor, fraternal 
and religious organizations would join the East Chicago Unity Council in @ 
protest against the Klan-inspired lynchings occurring in the South, according 
to ARTHUR DARONATSY, the president of the East Chicago Unity Council. In this 
article, the sub ject announced a mass meeting to pe held the following Sunday 
afternoon at Washington High School auditorium in East Chicago. He was quoted 
as saying, "Tne very least we can do is to get together to yoice our protest — 
against the undermining of American democracy," and was further quoted as 
saying that the Ku Klux Klan was “raiding CIO organizers’ homes, spreading 
natred of the foreign born, the Jew and the capital".

The subject was desig~ 
nated as recording secretary of this meeting. The matter of obtaining a new 
organizer for the Commnist Party in Lake Co » indiana was discussed, at b2 
which time the subject continued to favor HOWARIY WRENCE, who was the last b7D 
active organizer, but who was dismissed. 


The subject_read 8 financial report which he himself had prepared and 
which according to oa caused considerable comments of doubt from 
leading Commnist Party members present relative to the accuracy of this report. 


This same informant identified subject as being present at a banquet held 
at the Lake Hotel, Gary, Indiana, on May 50,946, which was sponsored by the 
United American Slavs of Gary and featured LEO KZYCKI as speaker. 


Linseed reported that the sub ject was present at a meeting of the Lake 
County, Indiana Communist Party Secretariat held at 1400 Washington Street in 
Gary on April 19, 1946, The informant pointed out that the subject is one of 
four members appointed to this Secretariat which controls the functions of the 
Communist Party in Lake County, particularly since the absence of a full time 
organizer. The informant noted no unusual comments by the subject, except that

this Rally and that approximately 80% were Jews and 10% were Negroes. Source 
A also stated that a few men in Navy uniforms were observed in the Section Q 
occupied by the Hollywood AYD, This Source stated that ROBERT W. KENNY, State, W 
Attorney General, made the first talk of the evening and subsequently intro« >: 
duced the various speakers. KENNY drew a parallel between the aims of the 
KKK in America and the aims of the National Socialists in Germany, calling 
the KKK the spearhead of Fascism in the United States. KENNY stated that 
"a sick community" finds many "planes of intolerance". He stated that the 
Klan in its role of being Anti-Labor, Anti-Negro and Anti-Catholic was mere~ 
ly a "front organization for Fascism™., KENNY stated that the final victim 
of the KKK is "American democracy itself" and stated that the only way to 
fight it is by a show of public strength in making the first attack. He 
stated that the Klan satisfied the urge to Faseéism and terrorism in many 
persons and that “both money and brains are being put into it to keep Fascism 
alive". He stated "In a struggle between democracy and Fascism, the people 
must mobilize",

RUTH MORROW SLADE (the supposed wife of ALBEEYSLADE, an Assistant 
in KENNY'S office) was introduced by KENNY as the next speaker and in the 
introduction, KENNY stated that Mrs.SLADE was an important figure in the 
"National Civil Rights Council", to which she had recently gone as a dele-~ 
gate to a National meeting held in Chicago. She was also identified as 
being in charge of the "F.E.P.C. signature campaign", 


RUTH BLADE stated that "the Klan itself is evil enough but it is 
only one of many Fascist fronts". She stated further that “the white sheets 
of the Klan are evident to everyone except the Mayor and the Police Department", 
but some of the other Fascist organizations, for which Los Angeles is a breed= 
ing ground, are not so easily recognized, 


Lirs. SLADE divided the opposition to her own views into two groups, 
"rattlesnakes" and “copperheads and urged the immediate extermination of both, 


She cited a long list of “shameful events", a partial list of which is as 
follows; : 


1, "It took three months to convince the Los Angeles District Attorney that 
DANIEDALIZOLDE was shot by a man who hates Mexicans", 
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Ce NPE STOSAGOLEMAN has been held in San Quentin Penitentiary for five 
years on a trumped up rape charge." 


3. “500 &. F. of L. Union men of Hollywood have charges against them for 
'walking in a picket line'." 


4. "Defenseless pickets at General Motors were tear-gassed by local police." 


The name WILLIAM RK. BIDNER does not appear in the report of this 
Source, but is should be remembered that BIDNER is the Executive Director 
of the Mobilization for Democracy and that he and a female employee in the 
office of the Mobilization for Democracy have reported on the supposed "27 
KKK incidents” to KENNY, upon which ROBERT W. KENNY and the Mobilization for 
Democracy are carrying on their heralded anti-Klan campaign. 


On July 17, 1946, WILLIAM R. BIDNER as Executive Director of the 
Mobilization for Democracy, addressed the following letter to Mrs. HELEN 
HANSING, 5224 Ben Avenue, North Hollywood, California:

Police, so far, have arrested none of the vandals respon= 
sible for any of the acts. 


"The Police and Fire Committee of the Los Angeles City Council is conducting 
an investigation of Klan-type acts and is probing activities of the Police 
inasofar as apprehension of the persons responsible for the acts is concerned, 


"I am sure that you are most interested in seeing to it that the person or 
persons responsible for the act of terror committed against you are arrested 
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and prosecuted. We are enclosing a questionnaire which we ask you to fill 
out immediately and return to USe 


“Exact information about all incidents and related attitudes and activities 
of the Police is extremely valuable and essential to the investigation of the 
Committee. The questionnaires will be forwarded to the Committee Which is 
scheduled to meet within the next few days, 


"Your prompt cooperation is exceedingly essential. Please mail the questionnaire 
to the Mobilization for Democracy, 206 South spring Street, Room 336, Los Angeles

Enclosed with this letter was a questionnaire containing twelve ques- 
tions seeking information relative to the alleged KKK incidents and whether or 
not the Police had made a diligent investigation or had dismissed it as a prank, 
or did the Police refuse to respond, and whether the party was involved in any 
"restrictive covenant case", whether the party addressed was Jewish, Negro, 
Chinese-American, or Japanese-American or other, 


Source B has informed that a meeting of the California State Hoard 
of the Communist Party was held August 17, 1946, in San Francisco, at which 
& discussion took place relative to having a meeting of the National Win The 
Peace Conference on the Pacific Coast, Seattle, San Francisco, and Los 
Angeles were being considered ag the appropriate place for having such meet~ 
ing. This Source stated that WILLIAM SCENEIDERMAN, the Head of the Communi st 
Party in Los Angeles, pointed out that WILLIAM R, BIDNER, whom he identified 
as "the big guy in Los Angeles" had told hin, SCHNEIDERMAN, that he would go 
ali out on the Conference and that at least 500 delegates should attend if the 
Conference were held in either San Franeisco or Los Angeles. This Source ad- 
vised that a vote was taken by the State Board of the Communist Party and 
the vote determined that San Franciseo was the first choice of the place for 
the Conference and Seattle was second, It was also agreed that the Conference 
Should be held on the weekend of October 11, 12 and 13, 1946, and it was agreed 


that the call for the Conference should go out during the week following 
August 17, 196,

After this broadcast on September 9, 1946, Mayor FLETCHER BOWRON 
gave an interview to the Los Angeles Times on September 13, 1946, in which 
BOWRON issued a challenge to Attorney General ROBERT W. KENNY to prove that 
there has been any authentic instances of Klu Klux Klan activity in recent 
months. BOWRON stated that every one of the 27 instances of alleged Klan 
activity had been thoroughly investigated by the Los Angeles Police Depart 
ment and nothing indicating authentic Klan activity was found. He stated 
that it appeared to be the "work of pranksters and juveniles" and in most 
instances the statements have not only been exaggerated, but the facts 
deliberately misstated, 


BOWRON citing the law enforcement duties of the Attorney General 
as set up in the Penal Code, declared in part; "Attorney General KENNY, if 
you feel that the Klan is on a rampage in Los Angeles and that these 27 
incidents or any incidents are attributable to the Klan or that the law 
has been violated here and that arrests have not been made wherever possible 
and that there is a possibility of prosecuting, it is your duty to come to 
Los Angeles and take over", 


The Mayor promised KENNY that full cooperation of the Los Angeles

CITIZENS COMMITTEE TO PRESERVE AMERICAN FREEDOMS 
{CCPAF) 

A source advised on May 3, 1961, that the CCPAF 
was organized in Los Angeles, California, in January, 1952, 
for the announced purpose of supporting a number of indivi-~ 
duals from the medical and legal professions who had been 
subpoenaed to appear before the House Committee on Un- 
American Activities. 


Since its establishment, the CCPAF in extending 
its scope, has worked for the abolition of all Congressional, 
State, and local committees investigating subversive activities 
and in the latter part of 1954 became very active in opposition 
to State and Federal legislation directed at the Communist 
movement. 


The primary goal of the CCPARP is the abolition of 
the Housé Committee on Un-American Activities. 


FRANK WILKINSON, Executive Secretary of the CCPAF, 
is described by the source as the "brains and energy" behind 
the organization. He periodically confers with DOROTHY 
HEALEY, Chairman, Southern California District Communist 
Party and is in close touch with other leading Communist 
functionaries in the Los Angeles area. 


Another source advised on September 17, 1952, that 
FRANK WILKINSON was’ a Communist Party member as of September,

A source advised on August 25, 1961 that Consti- 
tutional Liberties Information Center (CLIC) was formed in 
July, 1961, in Los Angeles, California, as a Communist Party 
(CP) defense committee to combat the U. S. Supreme Court 
decisions of June 5, 1961, wpholding the Internal Security 
Act of 1950 and the membership provisions of the Smith Act. 
Formation of a committee was announced at a CP meeting of 
the District Committee, Southern California District GP 
(SCDCP) on July 8, 1961 by DOROTHY HEALEY, Chairman, SCDCP. 
Officers of CLIC include REUBEN W. BOROUGH, Chairman, and 
HUGH DE LACY, Vice Chairman. CLIC activity currently 
devoted to furnishing speakers to interested groups, arranged 
and sponsored so far only by CP units, and to distribution 
of literature including reprints of the dissenting opinions - 
of U. &. Supreme Court Chief Justice EARL WARREN and Justice 
HUGO LL, BLACK.

RICHARD JAY COLLINS, 200 Acari, West Los Angeles, 
California, a self-admitted former member of the Communist

‘tollywood Ten" was the popular name utilized by the press 
and public in referring to ten motion picture film person- 
alities who were subpoenaed before the House Un-American 
Activities Committee in Washington, D. C. in the fall of 
1917, As a vesult of these hearings, all of the ten indivi- 
duals were cited and subsequently convicted for contempt of 
Congress and served prison sentences. According to COLLINS, 
all were or had been members of the CP in Hollywood, California.

This source had previously advised on May 2, 1960, 
that the Jewish Information Service was formed about January, 
1954, in Los Angeles for the purpose of continuing "Cultural" 
activity of the International Workers Order. Prior to March 
4, 1956, the Los Angeles Jewish Cultural and Fraternal Clubs 
were identified as the Los Angeles Jewish Cultural Clubs, this 
group being formerly known as Lodges of the Jewish People's 
Fraternal Order. The Los Angeles Jewish Cultural and Fraternal 
Clubs are currently active in the Los Angeles area. 


The Fraternal Medical Plan of the California Fra- 
ternal Service Association was formed about January, 1954, 
for the purpose of continuing the activity of the Jewish 
People's Fraternal Order Medical Plan. Since that date the 
functioning of the Fraternal Medical Plan of the California 
Fraternal Service Association has been integrated into the 
operation of the Los Angeles Jewish Cultural and Fraternal 
Clubs, inasmuch as the service provided by the Fraternal 
Medical Plan of the California Fraternal Service Association 
is made available almost exclusively to members of the Los 
Angeles Jewish Cultural and Fraternal Clubs; further, effort 
is made to have members of the Los Angeles Jewish Cultural and 
Fraternal Clubs also become members of the Fraternal Medical 
Plan of the California Fraternal Service Association, 


The Fraternal Medical Plan of the California 
Fraternal Service Association is currently active in the Los 
Angeles area.
